SAN FRANCISCO (BUP)— 
More than 150 survivors of the 
steamship Princess . Kathleen, 
which sank off the coast of 
Alaska last Sept. 7, have an- 
nounced plans to press damage 
claims against the Canadian 
Pacific Steamship Company. 

The group, some of whom 
came from Los Angeles, met in 
San Francisco Sunday to draw 
up plans to fight the company’s 
petition in Seattle federal court 
to have $335,000 in damage 
claims discharged or limited. 

The luxury ship crashed on 
a rocky point in the inland 
passage 30 miles north of 
Juneau during a squall. Ef 
ficient rescue operations got 
the 300 passengers and 115 
crewmen off without loss of 
life or serious injury.

The committee estimated claims 
for loss of persona! effects and 
refund of tickets to be about

ROME (AP)—The Pope today elevated 24 prelates 


of the Roman Catholic Church—including Archbishop 
Paul-Emile Leger of Montreal—to its College of Cardinals. 


Other cardinals silently bowed 


their heads in agreement and 


homage to their sovereign Pon 
tiff as the Pope announced his 
choices at a meeting of the col 
lege in the marbled consistorial 
hall, the largest chamber of the 
Pope's Vatican apartment 

Among them was James Car- 
dinal McGuigan of Toronto, the 
only other Canadian prince of 
the church 

The Pope's historic att 
brought the college's enrollment 
to the full quota of 70 for the 
first time in nearly 200 years 

Iron-Curtain cardinals, nei 
ther of whom was present to 
receive his Bieretta, were Aloy 
sius Stepanic, “conditionally” 
freed from jail in Yugoslavia a 
year ago, and Stefan Wysynski 
of Poland
